hav e been com]wiled to pay upon a property v aluation which 
corresponds with its real v alue, the real estate of the common­

brought forward and listed for tax ation at its true v alue. 
Tremendous increases to the grand duplicate hav e been 
made and it is now up to the officials to adopt a rate for nex t 
v ear which will take into account that increase. 
The returns so far made to tin* State Tax Commission jus­ 
tify the assertion that in ninety -fiv e per cent of the tax ing dis­ 
tricts of the state a material reduction in the tax rate will he 
reported. 
Fay ette county -through its budget commission must soon 
announce its position. 
Whether tin* officials are to place this 
county in the list of those where the farmer, tin* small home 
owner and the man of moderate means is to receiv e tin* reduc­ 
tion in rate to which he is entitled or whether it is to be placed 
with the v ery , v ery few in which relief is denied. 
The reputation of the county and the fate of the tax pay ers 


rests with the three men who compose the budget commission. 
Their task is not an easy one because they are all tax 
spending officials and each is anx ious to obtain ev ery dollar 
[Kissihle to carry on the public work in which he i* interested. 
May or Coffey naturally would like to hav e more money 
for Washington because there are so many things that could 
be done to improv e the city —more police, more firemen, more 
of this, that and the other. 
Dr. D. 11. Rowe naturally wants 
the schools of Washington to flourish and would like v ery much 
to hav e more money than the schools receiv ed last y ear, and 
Auditor llenkle would like to see more money in the county 
fund. But these men must be broad enough to recognize the 
need of the public for a relief from the burdens of tax ation 
proportionate to the increase of the duplicate. They must rec­ 
ognize, and undoubtedly do, that the primary object of the 
law resulting in the increased duplicate was not to raise more 
money to spend, but to prov ide a larger fund upon which to 
lev y the amount necessary to be raised, thus lightening the 
load of those who hav e been bearing it so long. 
If these men simply refuse to allow larger ex penditures 
this y ear than were allowed last y ear, a material reduction in 
the rate must follow with its attendant relief to the home owners 
The tax pay ers of W ashington hav e been generous in tin* 
matter of our public schools and it is now time for the mem­ 
bers of the city school board to show that they appreciate that 
generosity by at least holding the ex penses down to a figure 
which will not be in ex cess of last y ear if they cannot reduce 
their ex penses. 
fhe same rule holds good all the way round. The budget 
commissioners should clamp the lid down hard on an increase 
ot ex penditures. 
There is no need to raise more money than was raised last 
y ear. The budget commissioners must see to it that the ta x ­ 
pay ers of the city and county get a “ square dea l” and that the 
rax spenders are held in check.
